SECRETARY FLETCHER has written 
for publication in the Nashville 
Banner a letter giving his opinion as 
to the question whether we shall “ re- 
pudiate any portion of the debt of 
this State.’”’ The utterance of such an 
“opinion’’ is simple absurdity. 
Honest men never go about with a 
bell, like the town crier, boasting that 
they are too good to steal. And such 
an “opinion”? is a work of superero- 
gation, which looks rather too much 
like a consent that the people of Ten- 
nessee are subject to suspicion, to come 
from any buta Radical source, We 
are not aware that anybody else has 
raised the question whether any “ just 
debt of the State ’’ shall be repudiated. 
If any question has been raised, so far 
as we know, it is whether, what some 
may have supposed to be an unjust 
debt, unconstitutionally and illegally 
imposed, shall be paid. Whether a 
portion of the State debt is just, is the 
question which they have proposed to 
discuss. And this, all. honest men 
can look into with propriety, as well 
as honestly decide. The Secretary 
begs the question in the outset, in 
order to give his grave “ opinion”’ 
that the State should be honest! 

He says “‘ some-two or three mem- 
bers elect have expressed ’’ a purpose 
to repudiate a portion of the debt, 
when, if they have spoken at all, it 
was to deny the existence of such a 
position. He says this will include 
all our bends that are termed new 
bonds by the stock boards and in the 
guotations,”” amounting in all to #19,-

535,000. This sum is made up first of 
bonds issued for the interest and debt 
matured during the war; second, of 
bonds issued in funding old debt ma- 
tured since the war; third of bonds 
issued in exchange for registered and 
defaced bonds; fourth, of bonds issued 
to railroads, which do not ask to be 
relieved of liability; and fifth, 
bonds to those which he treats as 
*“*non-paying.’’ He says: 

Of the first three items, amounting 

“ $6,270,000, it may be said that they 

tand in law, equity and honor, on 
precieely the same footing as the old 
debt, the old debt to that amount 
having been retired, and the overdue 
bonds and cou onscancelled and filed 
in the office of the Comptroller. There 
is just as little grounds for objection 
to the fourth item of $4,470,000, being 
bonds issued in aid of solvent and re- 
sponsible railroad companies who pay 
thei eir interest without difficulty. 

The remaining $8,795,000 was issued 
to railroad companies who fail to pay 
interest, and most of them now are in 
the hands of Receivers. The State 
has its lien on these roads and some 
of them are worth more than they 
owe the State; others are worth the 
greater portion of their indebtedness 
and some will fall far short if forced to 
sale in their present unfinished cpndi- 
tion. It is difficult to see how the 
State can ultimately lose on these non- 
paying roads more than three mil- 


lions, provided reasonable diligence 
is us by the Legislature and its 
agents. 


As if conscious that the issue, not- 
withstanding his “opinion” that a 
just debt should not be repudiated, 
might turn on the question whether 
the debt is just or otherwise, he pro- 
ceeds at some length to = argue 
that question. He admits 
“s it may have been, and 
no doubt was extravagant or im- 
prudent legislation to issue’ these 
bonds for sale when they were worth 
but from sixty to seventy cents on the 
doilar,”’ but insists that this was not 
the fault of the buyer, and that refu- 
sal to pay “‘ will be criminal.’’ He 
denies that the law ‘‘required our 
bonds to be sold at par,’’ and insists 
that they were issued “ in aid of peace 
and commerce,” and not to ‘over- 
throw or sustain any government,”’ 
Again he says: 

‘¢ There is not a single reason why 
these new bonds are not as just and 
valid, both in law <agger uity, as our 
old bonds, or as any 
any other ‘State; and it is painful to 
have to come to the conclusion that 
this movement (if such it can be 
celled) is but the outeropping of that 
seditious sentiment which looks upon 
the present State government as a 
void and illegal affair, foisted upon 
the people by that. very wicked con- 
cern at Washington, called the Fed- 
eral Government. But that is no 
open question. The Federal power 
set. up this State government and will 
maintain it. Besides it is the very 
game State government which issued 
the bonds it is proposed to repudiate. 
A change in the politics of the officers 
does not make : new government. 
The nembers and oflicers are elected 
under the same constijution and laws, 
and hold their offices uuder the sane 
State government which issued the 
bonds it is proposed to dishonor, and
